To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  and  Maternity  and 

Child  Welfare  Committees. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1929  ;  it 
is  the  twenty-fourth  of  its  series.  This  is  the  last  of  a  group  of 
four  “  ordinary  ”  reports,  a  “  survey  ”  report  being  required  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  every  five  years,  giving  greater  detail  in 
respect  of  general  sanitary  administration,  and  reviewing  the 
progress  made  during  the  period. 

The  inevitable  growth  in  the  scope  of  the  work  of  a  Sanitary 
Authority,  which  occurs  apart  from  any  material  increase  in  the 
population,  is  liable  to  be  almost  imperceptible  in  any  year  or 
small  group  of  years,  but  in  time  it  manifests  itself  by  indicating 
that  the  available  staff,  or  its  accommodation,  or  both,  are 
inadequate  to  carry  out  the  duties  with  satisfaction .  This  indication 
is  becoming  prominent  in  regard  to  both  the  medical  and  non¬ 
medical  public  health  work  of  the  Corporation. 

In  the  body  of  this  report  mention  is  made  of  a  proposed 
new  Health  Centre  for  carrying  out  the  School  Medical  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services.  When  this  is  completed,  a  small 
addition  to  the  nursing  staff  will  require  consideration. 


Similarly,  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  staff  is  insufficient  to 
carry  out  all  the  duties  imposed  by  recent  legislation  without 
detriment  to  the  older  routine  work  such  as  the  systematic  inspection 
of  houses,  workshops,  and  places  where  food  is  prepared  or  sold, 
but  it  is  useless  to  consider  an  increase  in  his  staff  unless  more 
ample  office  accommodation  is  available.  The  fact  is  sometimes 
overlooked  that  the  out-door  work  of  his  staff  must  be  followed 
by  a  very  considerable  amount  of  office  work,  if  unsatisfactory 
conditions  found  at  the  inspections  are  to  be  remedied.

Population. 

The  Registrar- General  estimates  the  population  of  the  Borough 
at  mid-year  of  1929  at  29,540,  an  increase  of  90  over  that  for  1928. 
When  the  Census  has  been  taken  in  1931,  it  will  probably  be  found 
that  the  population  in  intercensal  years  has  been  appreciably 
underestimated,  even  without  taking  into  consideration  the 
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inmates  and  staff  of  the  Foundling  Hospital,  which  moved  into 
the  Borough  during  the  interval. 

Births. 

The  gross  births  registered  in  Reigate  during  1929,  according 
to  the  District  Registrar  were  489.  The  Registrar-General’s 
figure,  however,  was  485.  Of  these  106  referred  to  infants,  where 
mothers  resided  elsewhere  ;  on  the  other  hand,  7  babies  of  Reigate 
mothers  were  born  outside  the  Borough.  The  nett  births  according 
to  the  Registrar-General  were  therefore  386,  namely  202  males 
and  184  females.  In  1928  the  nett  births  were  416.  The  birth 
rate  was  13.1  per  1,000  population,  as  compared  with  14.1  in  1928, 
and  a  mean  of  13.5  for  the  five  years  1924-28.  Only  once  has  a 
lower  birth  rate  been  recorded,  namely  12.7  in  1926.  In  1918  it 
was  13.3. 

Illegitimate  births  formed  6.2  per  cent,  of  the  total,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  4.8  in  1928  and  2.7  in  1927. 

Deaths. 

After  deducting  the  deaths  of  “  non-residents,”  and  adding 
those  of  Reigate  persons  who  died  elsewhere,  there  were  371  nett 
deaths,  as  compared  with  364  in  1928,  and  364  in  1927.  The  nett 
death  rate  on  the  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General 
was  12.6  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  12.4  in  1928,  12.4  in  1927 
and  a  mean  of  11.8  for  the  five  years  1924-28.  When  adjusted 
for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  Borough  population  the 
nett  death  rate  is  reduced  to  a  “  standardised  ”  death-rate  of 
10.3.  The  slightly  increased  mortality  was  probably  due  principally 
to  the  exceptionally  severe  weather  in  February  and  March. 

Deaths  of  persons  aged  65  and  upwards  formed  62.3  per  cent, 
of  the  total  ;  70  and  upwards  47.3  ;  80  and  upwards  23.2  ;  and 
90  and  upwards  2.7.  The  first  figure  is  the  highest  ever  recorded 
in  the  Borough,  whilst  the  third  has  only  been  exceeded  once. 
The  general  trend  of  all  these  ratios  has  shown  a  steady  upward 
tendency  during  the  past  25  years,  and  it  would  appear  that 
approximately  two  out  of  every  three  inhabitants  of  the  Borough 
can  count  on  reaching  or  exceeding  the  age  of  65  ;  that  the  chance 
of  surviving  the  seventieth  birthday  is  about  an  even  one  ;  and 
that  nearly  one  in  four  should  reach  the  age  of  80. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  the  subjoined 
table.  Those  from  heart  disease  and  from  nephritis  were  consider¬ 
ably  above  the  average,  those  from  tuberculous  infection,  cancer 
and  pneumonia  being  somewhat  below. 
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Two  deaths  were  ascribed  to  encephalitis  lethargica.  One  is 
referred  to  in  Section  VI  (infectious  diseases)  ;  the  other  was  the 
late  result  of  an  attack  in  a  man  several  years  previously ;  the 
primary  cause  of  death  was  given  as  dementia. 

The  death  rates  for  the  four  quarters  were  18.1,  10.7,  9.2;  and 
11.6  respectively. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  15.  In  1928  it  was  52 
and  in  1927,  43.

Infant  Mortality. 

The  nett  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  15, 
namely  9  males  and  6  females,  as  against  15  in  1928,  and  17  in 
1927.  This  figure,  however,  includes  the  deaths  of  two  infants 
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belonging  to  the  Foundling  Hospital,  Redhill,  each  of  whom  died  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Chertsey,  one  from  measles,  the  other  from 
whooping  cough.  Under  the  system  of  vital  statistics  organised 
by  the  Registrar- General,  these  deaths  are  accredited  to  the  Borough. 
Inasmuch  as  there  are  no  corresponding  births  in  the  Institution 
to  set  against  the  deaths,  the  infant  mortality  figure  is  unduly 
raised.  Including  these  two  deaths  it  was  38.9  per  1,000  nett 
births  ;  excluding  them  it  was  33.7.  In  1928  the  infant  mortality 
was  36,  and  the  mean  for  the  five  years  1924-28  was  42.  The 
lower,  which  is  the  true  figure,  is  the  smallest  ever  recorded  in 
the  Borough,  the  next  lowest  being  36  in  1928  and  1921. 

The  causes  of  death  were: — prematurity  (3),  jaundice  (2), 
congenital  defects  (2),  accidental  suffocation,  broncho-pneumonia, 
gastro-enteritis,  injury  to  head  at  birth,  mastoid  disease,  measles, 
tetany,  and  whooping  cough  (1  each). 

Of  the  15  deaths,  four  were  those  of  illegitimate  children, 
including  the  two  Foundling  Hospital  infants  referred  to.  This  is 
equivalent  to  the  heavy  rate  of  167  per  1,000  illegitimate  births, 
but  for  the  reasons  stated  the  true  rate  was  83.

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SECTION  II. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the 

County  Council. 

A  (1)  Fever. 

Patients  suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  typhoid 
fever,  etc.,  are  isolated  at  the  hospital  of  the  Reigate  Joint  Hospital 
Board,  constituted  in  1927.  The  hospital  normally  accommodates 
about  70  patients. 

(2)  Smallpox. 

Reigate  Borough  is  one  of  the  contributory  districts  of  a  hos¬ 
pital  at  Clandon,  near  Guildford. 

B  (1)  Tuberculosis. 

Patients  are  sent  at  the  cost  of  the  County  Council  to  various 
sanatoria  and  hospitals  situated  in  different  parts  of  the  country. 
The  County  Council  Sanatorium  at  Milford  was  opened  during 
1928,  and  receives  the  majority  of  patients  suffering  from  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  the  lungs. 

(2)  Maternity. 

The  Surrey  County  Nursing  Association  has  a  Maternity 
Home  situated  in  Woodlands  Road,  Redhill,  with  accommodation 
for  six  patients.  The  Borough  Council  contribute  towards  the 
weekly  maintenance  charges  in  necessitous  cases. 

(3)  Children. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  cases  of 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  into  the  Bast  Surrey  Hospital,  the  fees 
payable  by  the  Borough  Council  to  be  1/6  a  day  for  the  infant 
alone,  and  8/6  a  day  for  infant  and  mother. 

(4)  Orthopaedic.  An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  being  established  at 
the  East  Surrey  Hospital. 

(5)  Other. 

The  East  Surrey  Hospital  is  the  general  hospital  for  the  Borough 
and  neighbouring  area,  and  provides  accommodation  for  about 
80  patients.  The  Council  makes  an  annual  contribution  of  five- 
guineas. 


Institutional  provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  Infants, 
and  Homeless  Children  in  the  District. 

There  is  no  provision  within  the  district  for  these  classes, 
except  at  the  Guardians'  Institution. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases.  A  motor  ambulance  is  maintained 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(b)  For  non-inf ectious  cases.  The  Council  has  a  motor 
ambulance,  in  charge  of  the  Police.  The  Borough  of  Reigate 
Corps  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  has  two  motor 
ambulances,  which  serve  a  large  area. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Borough  Council’s  Health  Centre  is  used  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  and  for  School  Clinics.  It  is  situated  in 
Brownlow  Road,  Redhill,  and  five  rooms  are  set  aside  for  the 
purpose.  The  infant  consultations  are  held  twice  a  week  and  a 
doctor  is  in  attendance.  Ante-natal  clinics  are  held  about  once 
a  month,  as  occasion  requires. 

A  child  welfare  Clinic  is  also  held  once  a  week  at  the  Con¬ 
stitutional  Club,  South  Park,  financed  by  a  voluntary  committee. 
There  is  no  medical  attendant.  The  Borough  Council  makes  an 
annual  contribution. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

The  County  Council’s  Dispensary  is  situated  off  London 
Road,  Redhill. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. 

Provision  is  made  at  the  Bast  Surrey  Hospital,  with  a  subsidy 
from  the  County  Council. 

Day  Nurseries,  and  Artificial  Light  Clinics. 

There  are  none  in  the  Borough. 
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Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority.

Medical  Officer  of  Health  (also  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  Reigate  Rural  District  Council)  ;  holds  the  Diploma 
in  Public  Health.

Exchequer  Grants  are  payable  as  regards  the  salaries  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Clinic,  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  Health 
Visitors. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home  for  General  and  Infectious  Diseases. 

Apart  from  private  associations  supplying  trained  nurses, 
the  Reigate,  Redhill  and  District  Nursing  Association,  affiliated 
to  the  County  N.A.,  has  a  staff  of  four  “  Queen’s  ”  nurses  who  are 
also  midwives,  in  addition  to  the  Matron.  The  Borough  Council 
have  an  arrangement  with  the  Association  to  undertake  the  nursing 
of  those  classes  of  illness  which  have  been  recognised  for  this  purpose 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a  definite  payment  being  made  per  visit. 

In  South  Park  there  is  a  separate  Nursing  Association  affiliated 
to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

At  the  extreme  South-Eastern  portion  of  the  Borough  similar 
work  is  undertaken  by  the  Salfords  branch  of  the  Horle}^  Nursing 
Association. 
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Midwives. 

There  are  now  no  mid  wives  of  the  “  bona  fide  ”  class  practising 
in  the  Borough.  The  whole  of  the  midwifery  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Reigate,  Redhill  and  District  Nursing  Association, 
and  those  of  the  South  Park  and  Salfords  Associations  mentioned 
above.  The  Borough  Council  pays  5/-  a  case  for  each  confinement 
attended  in  a  working  class  dwelling  by  the  staff  of  the  first  named 
Association.  Except  in  emergencies  the  work  is  carried  out  by 
two  of  the  staff  only. 

There  are,  in  addition,  midwives  attached  to  the  County 
Nursing  Association  Maternity  Home,  and  to  the  Guardians' 
Institution.  Seven  mid  wives  notified  their  intention  to  practise 
during  1929.

Sanitary  Circumstances  o l  the  Area. 


Water. 

The  East  Surrey  Water  Co.  supply  the  whole  of  the  Borough. 
Chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  received  during  the  year 
indicated  that  the  water  was  of  a  high  standard  of  purity.  The 
Company  have  deep  chalk  wells  in  Kenley  and  Purley,  and  also 
in  the  Eeatherhead  neighbourhood.  The  supply  to  Reigate  is 
from  the  former  locality,  the  boreholes  being  300  feet  deep.  A 
few  years  ago  evidence  of  contamination  of  the  water  from  one 
of  the  wells  was  yielded  by  bacteriological  examination,  and  this 
is  now  treated  by  chlorination  and  de-chlorination  before  it  is 
passed  into  the  softening  tanks,  where  the  hardness  is  reduced 
from  about  25  to  7-10  parts  per  100.000. 

The  average  consumption  per  head  is  nearly  30  gallons  a  day. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Thames  Conservancy  exercise  supervision  over  the  River 
Mole  and  its  tributaries.  Complaints  were  received  in  June  of 
pollution  by  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  disposal  works.  These 
received  attention. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A  description  of  the  drainage  of  the  Borough  and  sewage 
disposal  was  given  in  my  Report  for  1925.  As  mentioned  in  my 
report  for  1928  there  is  now  a  small  purification  plant  to  deal 
with  the  sewage  from  a  group  of  dwellings  at  “  The  Clears,”  in 
addition  to  the  works  at  Earlswood,  where  the  remainder  of  the 
sewage  is  treated. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

All  dwellings  on  the  sewerage  system,  and  practically  all  those 
draining  to  cesspools,  are  provided  with  water  closets.  In  some 
of  the  older  premises  these  are  hand-flushed,  but  the  number  is 
gradually  decreasing  as  the  result  of  inspection.  During  1929 
flushing  apparatus  were  provided  to  2  houses. 
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Scavenging. 

Weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  is  aimed  at  by  the  Corporation. 
In  most  instances  moveable  bins  are  provided,  but  in  some  of 
the  older  properties  fixed  receptacles  are  found  during  inspection. 
During  1929  bins  were  provided  at  22  premises. 

In  October  a  tender  from  Messrs.  Manlove,  Alliott  &  Co.,  Ltd. 
for  the  erection  of  a  refuse  destructor  plant  was  accepted,  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health  sanctioned  the  borrowing  of  £11,700  for  the 
purpose. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. 

To  avoid  duplication,  reference  may  be  made  to  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  following  this  report. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  complaints  were  received,  and  no  action  was  necessary 
in  1929. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye-laws 

or  Regulations. 

These  include  one  tannery,  one  gut-scraper,  13  slaughter¬ 
houses,  one  knacker’s  yard,  14  cowsheds,  and  two  common  lodging 
houses.  One  of  the  slaughter-houses  is  subject  to  an  annual 
licence,  the  remainder  are  registered.  There  are  no  houses  let  in 
lodgings,  nor  underground  sleeping  rooms. 

Other  Sanitary  Conditions  requiring  Notice. 

Mosquitoes. 

The  periodical  spraying  of  breeding  places  was  continued,  and 
is  referred  to  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  report. 

Destruction  of  Rats. — The  appointment  of  a  special  officer  to 
supervise  the  destruction  of  rats  was  continued  throughout  the 
year,  and  his  efforts  met  with  much  success.  “  Rat  Week  ” 
yielded  between  1,000  and  1,500  victims. 

Public  Swimming  Baths. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  summer  of  illness,. 

principally  of  the  nature  of  sore  throat  or  inflamed  eyes,  from 

bathers  or  the  parents  of  bathers.  The  water  supplied  to  the 

baths  is  from  the  public  mains,  and  undergoes  continuous  filtration  > 
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chlorination,  and  aeration.  Dr.  Beale  inspected  the  plant,  and 
took  samples  of  the  water.  At  the  time  of  his  visit  one  of  the  two 
filters  was  being  cleaned  out,  and  consequently  only  one  was  in 
action.  Nevertheless,  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination 
of  the  water  yielded  very  fairly  satisfactory  results,  with  no  evidence 
of  any  constituent  capable  of  giving  rise  to  the  ailments  complained 
of.  A  month  later,  when  both  filters  were  in  operation,  still  better 
analytical  results  were  obtained,  and  the  certificate  from  the 
Counties  Public  Health  laboratories  was  to  the  effect  that  the 
bath  water  was  of  satisfactory  quality,  efficiently  purified,  and  safe 
for  bathing  purposes. 

There  was  no  excess  of  either  alkali  or  chlorine  to  cause  in¬ 
flammatory  conditions  of  throats  or  eyes. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Reigate  Bath  receives  more  bathers 
than  its  size  warrants  ;  this  drawback  will  be  overcome  when 
the  Baths  at  Redhill  are  opened.  Moreover,  the  Bath  is  not  of 
modern  construction,  and  water  from  the  bath  surrounds,  con¬ 
taminated  by  the  feet  of  bathers,  finds  its  way  into  the  swimming 
pool.  The  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a  report  in  August  on  the 
purification  of  water  in  swimming  baths,  and  among  the  recommend¬ 
ations  are  the  compulsory  use  of  shower  and  footbaths  before  a 
bather  enters  the  pool. 


Health  Propaganda. 

For  many  years  advice  on  the  preservation  of  health  has 
been  given  to  sections  of  the  public  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses,  also  by  leaflets  issued  in  connection  with  transmissible 
disease.  During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  distribute  the 
monthly  magazine  “  Better  Health,”  issued  by  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  Two  thousand  copies  are  distributed  and, 
so  far  as  possible,  all  the  houses  in  the  Borough  receive  copies  bi¬ 
monthly.

Schools. 

There  are  several  private  boarding  and  day  schools  for  boys 
and  girls  in  the  Borough,  whose  conditions  are  quite  satisfactory. 
There  are  also  Secondary  Day  Schools  for  boys  and  girls  under 
the  joint  control  of  the  Surrey  County  and  the  Borough  Councils  ; 
that  for  boys  is  the  Reigate  Grammar  School. 

The  Public  Elementary  Schools  are  twelve  in  number,  com¬ 
prising  twenty-one  departments,  nine  of  which  are  “  provided,” 
and  twelve  “  non-pro  vided.”  The  former  are  quite  satisfactory 
in  construction,  surroundings,  and  sanitary  provision.  The  latter 
vary  considerably,  especially  as  regards  lighting,  ventilation, 
warming,  and  equipment  generally.  The  public  water  supply 
for  washing  and  drinking  is  available  in  all,  and  with  one  exception 
the  sanitary  accommodation  is  sufficient.  Owing  to  the  recent 
growth  in  population  at  South  Park,  following  the  erection  of 
Council  houses  there,  the  class-room  accommodation  is  now  becoming 
strained,  and  the  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  girls  and  infants 
are  insufficient.  This  matter  received  the  consideration  of  the 
Education  Committee  during  the  year. 

In  certain  of  the  schools  the  temperatures  of  the  class-rooms 
fell  to  very  low  values  during  the  severe  weather  in  February.. 
This  matter  has  also  received  attention. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  School  Medical  Officer, 
and  one  of  the  Health  Visitors  is  also  one  of  the  School  Nurses. 
There  is  complete  co-ordination  between  the  two  departments  in 
regard  to  the  prevention  of  spread  of  infectious  diseases.  The 
Memorandum,  issued  in  1925  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Board 
of  Education  jointly,  is  adhered  to  in  its  main  details.  A  copy 
has  been  supplied  to  each  of  the  Head  Teachers. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  &  1929. 

Rag  flock  is  not  manufactured  in  the  Borough.  No  action, 
during  the  year  was  required.

Housing  Statistics  for  the  year  1929. 

The  Surveyor  informs  me  that  63  new  houses  were  completed 
in  1929,  18  of  them  being  considered  working  class  dwellings.  Of 
these,  8  were  erected  by  the  Borough  Council,  and  10  by  private 
enterprise.  The  total  of  63  includes  3  shops  and  flats.

-  SECTION  V. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

A  classified  list  of  producers  and  vendors  of  milk  is  given 
in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.  In  the  Borough  itself  there 
are  fourteen  farms  from  which  the  public  is  supplied,  the  greater 
part  being  derived  from  farms  outside,  and  principally  from  neigh¬ 
bouring  parishes.  The  cows  in  the  Borough  are  inspected 
periodically  by  the  Veterinary  Staff  of  the  Surrey  County  Council. 
One  tuberculous  cow  was  found  during  the  year.  Another  one  was 
reported  by  a  veterinary  surgeon  called  in  by  the  owner.  Both 
were  slaughtered,  and  found  to  be  suffering  from  advanced 
tuberculosis. 

Microscopical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

The  examination  of  samples  of  milk  bacteriologically  was 
initiated  in  1923,  when  it  was  limited  to  a  search  for  the  tubercle 
bacillus.  In  1924  samples  were  examined  also  for  the  presence  or 
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absence  of  dirt  by  microscopical  methods.  In  1928  the  investi¬ 
gations  were  extended  by  an  enumeration  of  the  number  of  bacteria 
in  a  cubic  centimetre,  and  by  a  search  for  the  bacillus  coli  in  small 
fractions  of  a  cubic  centimetre,  and  they  have  been  continued 
in  1929. 

Special  care  is  necessary  in  taking  samples  for  a  bacterial 
count,  and  valuable  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  Matron  of 
the  East  Surrey  Hospital  in  arranging  for  the  sampling  outfits  to 
be  sterilized  prior  to  the  taking  of  each  batch  of  samples. 

A  copy  of  the  report  on  each  sample  has  been  sent  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district  whence  the  supply  was  derived, 
and  an  extract,  giving  the  bacterial  count  and  presence  or  absence 
of  the  bacillus  coli,  has  been  forwarded  to  the  retailer  for  his  private 
information.  If  a  report  shows  that  there  may  be  disease  or  illness 
amongst  the  cows,  an  extract  of  that  report  is  sent  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  concerned.  Judging  from  the  corres¬ 
pondence  received,  Sanitary  Inspectors,  to  whom  reports  have 
been  sent,  have  found  them  helpful.  Retailers  have  been  equally 
appreciative,  and  their  interest  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  product 
they  sell  has  been  consider  ably  increased. 

County  Medical  Officers  of  Health  have  intimated  the  action 
which  has  been  taken  by  Veterinary  Officers,  and  after  a  suitable 
interval  a  repeat  sample  of  the  affected  supply  has  been  taken. 
During  the  year  116  samples  (including  14  “  repeat  ”  samples) 
have  been  taken.  They  represented  about  1,330  gallons,  mainly 
of  the  xnorning  milking,  being  taken  from  the  churns  before 
manipulation  by  the  retailers.  Seventy-seven  of  the  samples  were 
taken  during  the  winter  months,  when  the  difficult}^  of  excluding 
dirt  at  the  time  of  milking  is  greatest.  The  samples  examined  in 
1928  were  115. 

The  results  of  the  examination  are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Bacterial  Count  and  B.  Coli  Test. — Seventy-four  samples  were 
within  the  bacteriological  standard  required  fcr  Grade  A 
milk,  i.e.,  not  more  than  200,000  bacteria  per  c.c.,  nor  any 
b.  coli  in  1/100  c.c.  In  the  case  of  Grade  A  milk,  however, 
the  standard  mentioned  must  be  maintained  right  up  to 
the  time  of  delivery  to  the  consumer,  and  taking  into 
account  the  temperature  of  the  milk  at  the  time  of  sampling 
(the  temperature  of  the  milk  was  between  50°  and  60°  E 
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in  33  instances,  and  60°  or  over  in  18)  and  the  abnormally 
long  spell  of  hot  weather,  it  is  probable  that,  after  handling 
by  the  retailer  in  the  dairy  and  in  the  course  of  delivery, 
the  bacterial  count  of  many  of  the  samples  would  have 
increased  to  beyond  the  number  allowed  in  Grade  A  milk. 
B.  coli  was  present  in  1 /100th  c.c.  in  23  samples  ;  in  1/1, 000th 
c.c.  in  7  samples,  and  in  1/10, 000th  c.c.  in  3  samples.

The  average  bacterial  count  was  119,924  per  c.c. 

f(2)  Animal  Inoculation  for  the  tubercle  bacillus. 

Tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  six  samples,  as  against  negative 
results  in  all  samples  last  year. 

Three  of  the  samples  were  from  one  supply,  and  investigations 
by  County  Council  officers  resulted  in  two  annuals  being 
slaughtered,  one  of  which  was  valued  at  over  £50.  The 
remaining  three  samples  were  from  the  supplies  of  three 
farms,  and  resulted  in  the  slaughter  of  five  animals. 

(3)  Microscopical  Examination. — vSeven  primary  samples  con¬ 
tained  streptococci,  as  well  as  an  excess  of  leucocytes, 
presumptive  evidence  of  inflammation  of  the  udder  ;  last 
year  6  samples  were  found  to  contain  these  organisms. 
Repeat  samples  showed  that  the  action  taken  by  County 
V eterinary  Officers  had  been  successful  in  clearing  the 
various  supplies  of  the  organisms. 

Pus  or  blood  were  not  found  in  any  samples. 

Vegetable  detritus  was  found  in  52  primary  samples,  as 
against  22  last  year  and  47  in  1927.  This  foreign  substance 
indicates  to  some  extent  uncleanliness  in  the  milking  process. 
Teucocytes  showed  a  slight  excess  in  36  and  a  decided 
excess  in  10  samples,  as  against  16  and  3  in  1928,  and  28 
and  8  in  1927.  No  excess  of  squamous  cells  was  reported 
in  any  sample.  There  were  two  such  instances  in  1928. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

Licences  were  granted  to  three  retailers  to  sell  “  Certified  ”  Milk, 
the  farms  being  situated  outside  the  Borough. 
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(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  action  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
1924,  is  described  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  report,  which  also 
includes  an  account  of  unsound  food  destroyed  and  the  inspection 
of  premises  where  food  is  prepared. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

Details  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Council's  Analyst  are 
given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  report. 

No  special  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Con¬ 
densed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  &  1927,  the  Public  Health  (Dried 
Milk)  Regulations,  1923  &  1927,  or  the  Public  Health  (Preser¬ 
vatives,  etc.,  in  Pood)  Regulations,  1925  to  1927.  The  majority 
of  the  articles  submitted  to  the  Analyst,  and  recorded  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report,  were  examined  for  preservatives,  but 
none  were  found . 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. — Samples 
for  chemical  analysis  are  sent  to  the  Council’s  Analyst,  Mr.  E. 
Hinks,  B.vSc.,  F.I.C.,  and  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  Ltd.  Bacteriological 
examination  of  other  kinds  of  food  has  not  been  indicated  during 
the  year. 


SECTION  VI. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Infectious  Diseases. 

(1)  The  Notifiable  Diseases. 

Table  I  shows  the  notifications  received  in  1929  ;  “  Other 
Diseases  ”  include  3  cases  of  erysipelas  and  one  each  of  encephalitis 
lethargica,  malaria,  and  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 
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Small-pox. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year .  Fourteen  lists  of  contacts 
of  cases  occurring  elsewhere  were  received,  9  from  Surrey,  2  from 
Croydon,  and  the  remainder  from  Fondon.  The  lists  contained 
2,543  names  of  contacts.  Four  of  these  were  residents  in  the 
Borough,  and  were  kept  under  supervision. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Seventy-five  cases  including  3  from  the  Philanthropic  Farm 
School  were  notified,  and  70  were  removed  to  hospital.  Fifty- 
five  private  dwellings  were  involved.  Three  of  the  patients, 
members  of  the  same  family,  were  found  in  school  in  the  peeling 
stage,  and  a  further  one  (also  in  the  peeling  stage),  by  the  County 
School  Nurse  at  Salfords  School. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

Cases  of  the  disease  occurred  throughout  the  year,  the  months 
of  greatest  prevalence  being  April,  May,  July,  August  and  November. 
“  Return  ”  cases  played  some  part  in  the  summer  months  and 
in  November.  The  locality  principally  affected  was  that  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Hooley  Council  School,  and  there  was  reason 
to  think  that  there  were  some  undiscovered  foci  of  infection  in  the 
form  of  “  carriers.”  Nurse  Reese  was  indefatigable  in  keeping 
supervision  over  the  schools  involved,  and  school  attendance  in 
consequence  played  little,  if  any,  part  in  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
Fifty-nine  per  cent,  of  all  cases  notified  occurred  in  persons  over 
or  under  school  age. 

Return  Cases. — In  7  instances  attacks  occurred  in  houses  to 
which  patients  had  been  discharged  from  hospital,  the  intervals 
between  the  two  events  being  3,  5,  6,  7,  8,  13,  and  54  days.  In 
addition,  it  appeared  probable  that  convalescent  patients  had 
infected  persons  in  other  families  in  three  instances,  the  intervals 
being  6,  24  and  60  days  respectively. 

Sixty  scarlet  fever  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year. 
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*  Including  Puerperal  Pyrexia.

Concurrent  Diphtheritic  Infection. 

Among  the  70  scarlet  fever  patients  admitted  to  hospital 
the  diphtheria  bacillus  was  found  in  14.  In  one  instance  the  throat 
alone  was  involved,  in  nine  the  nose  alone,  and  in  four  both  throat 
and  nose.  The  percentage  was  therefore  20. 

All  these  patients,  if  attending  public  elementary  schools,  are 
examined  bacteriologically  shortly  after  their  discharge.  One  such 
patient,  admitted  on  July  2nd,  was  discharged  on  August  12th. 
The  diphtheria  bacillus  was  found  in  both  throat  and  nose  on 
August  16th,  and  negative  swabs  wTere  obtained  for  the  first  time  on 
September  2nd.  Negative  results  were  obtained  in  all  the  other 
convalescent  patients  discharged  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  notifications,  including  three  cases  found  by 
Nurse  Reese  during  her  enquiries,  was  only  26,  but  two  small  school 
outbreaks  were  involved.  Five  of  the  notifications  were  from  the 
Royal  Earlswood  Institution,  the  remaining  21  came  from  16 

different  dwellings,  one  cottage  accounting  for  5  cases  and  one 

#  ^ 

carrier.  The  number  of  patients  from  private  houses  removed 
to  hospital  was  18.  One  death  occurred,  a  boy  of  10,  who  came 
under  treatment  on  the  fourth  day  of  the  disease. 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  until  September  (4  notific¬ 
ations),  followed  by  4  in  October,  10  in  November,  and  8  in 
December.  Six  cases  and  two  carriers  in  September  and  October 
were  children  attending  St.  John’s  Infant  School,  the  outbreak 
being  limited  by  the  discovery  by  Nurse  Reese  of  two  children 
suffering  from  mild  forms  of  the  disease,  but  not  under  medical 
care.  One  of  them  was  attending  school  with  a  sore  nose. 

A  somewhat  larger  outbreak,  involving  12  children  in  the 
Nutley  Fane  district,  occurred  in  November  and  December.  Here 
the  infection  was  not  spread  entirely  by  school  attendance.  Many 
of  the  patients  were  “  Wolf  Cubs,”  and  their  meetings  may  have 
been  partly  responsible.  One  of  the  series  was  found  in  school 
by  Nurse  Reese. 

In  three  out  of  the  21  cases  occurring  in  private  dwellings,  the 
disease  appeared  to  be  limited  to  the  nose. 
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“  Carriers.” 

The  throats  and  noses  of  all  public  elementary  school  children 
in  infected  houses  are  examined  bacteriologically,  and  a  few  similar 
examinations  are  made  of  persons  above  and  below  school  age. 
During  1929,  18  contacts  were  examined,  negative  results  being 
obtained  in  15  instances.  Of  the  other  three,  2  had  the  infection 
in  both  throat  and  nose,  and  one  in  the  throat  only.  These  carriers 
were  removed  to  hospital. 

Prolonged  Infection. 

All  patients  of  school  age  are  re-examined  after  their  return 
from  hospital.  One,  admitted  on  September  15th,  was  discharged 
on  October  26th,  was  found  to  be  infectious  in  both  throat  and 
nose  on  October  28th,  and  was  re-admitted  on  October  30th.  He 
was  discharged  again  on  November  15th,  and  negative  swabs  were 
obtained. 

A  school  teacher  was  admitted  to  hospital  on  October  1st, 
discharged  on  October  26th,  found  to  be  infectious  (throat  only)  on 
October  30th,  re-admitted  on  October  31st,  and  re-discharged  on 
December  2nd.  Subsequent  examinations  gave  negative  results. 

Another  child  was  admitted  on  September  25th,  discharged 
on  October  26th,  found  to  be  infectious  (nose  only)  on  October 
28th.  She  remained  at  home,  and  a  negative  result  was  obtained 
on  November  11th. 

Anti-toxin  to  the  extent  of  10,000  units  was  provided  for 
curative  purposes  during  the  year. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

The  patient  was  a  woman  of  48,  who  was  taken  ill  in  September, 
1928,  and  was  transferred  to  a  nursing  home,  where  she  died  on 
January  12th,  1929.  The  nature  of  the  illness  was  somewhat 
doubtful,  the  principal  symptom  being  drowsiness. 

Paratyphoid  Fever  (B). 

A  female,  aged  26,  was  attacked  in  June.  She  was  a  visitor 
to  Reigate,  and  the  symptoms  had  begun  before  she  arrived. 

Malaria. 

In  the  only  case  notified,  the  infection  had  been  contracted 
in  Egypt. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

No  cases  occurred  among  Reigate  infants.  The  sole  notification 
received  referred  to  a  baby  born  in  the  Reigate  Infirmary,  the 
parents  being  Chipstead  residents. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Four  notifications  were  received.  One  was  a  woman  staying 
at  an  hotel  in  the  Borough,  her  home  being  in  Gravesend.  She  was 
transferred  to  a  nursing  home.  A  second  was  removed  to  the 
East  Surrey  Hospital.  As  regards  the  third,  the  doctor  in  attend¬ 
ance  asked  for  the  services  of  one  of  the  “  Oueen’s  Nurses/’  which 
were  provided  by  the  Borough  Council.  The  fourth  patient  was 
seriously  ill,  and  was  transferred  to  the  Reigate  Infirmary  on 
December  31st. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  were  four  notifications.  Two  were  in  connection  with 
confinements  occurring  in  the  Redhill  Maternity  Home  ;  one  of 
these  returned  to  her  home,  and  one  was  transferred  to  the  Reigate 
Infirmary.  A  third  was  a  case  occurring  in  a  private  nursing  home, 
whence  the  patient  had  been  received  from  Kingswood  for  her 
confinement.  In  the  fourth  case  the  rise  of  temperature  was  due 
to  an  attack  of  influenza.  In  no  instance  was  assistance  asked  for. 

Pneumonia. 

Out  of  the  48  notifications  received,  8  were  derived  from  the 
Royal  Earlswood  Institution,  8  from  the  East  Surrey  Hospital,  4 
from  the  Reigate  Infirmary  and  one  from  a  private  nursing  home. 
Thirty- two  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  nursing 
assistance  was  provided  in  one  instance. 

Tuberculosis. 

Table  II  includes  all  cases  notified  for  the  first  time  ;  also 
3  males  and  2  females  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and 
notified  elsewhere,  who  came  to  reside  in  the  Borough.  One  child, 
who  died  in  the  Police  Orphanage  of  meningitis,  and  whose  con¬ 
dition  had  not  been  notified,  is  included  among  the  non-pulmonary 
cases. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  on  the  register  137 
cases  of  pulmonary  and  48  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  corres- 
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ponding  figures  for  1928  being  117  and  43.  If  the  1929  totals  were 
revised  by  the  removal  of  cases  who  had  left  the  Borough,  or  were 
considered  cured,  they  would  probably  be  appreciably  smaller. 

The  organs  involved  in  the  non-pulmonary  cases  were  the 
glands  of  the  neck  (2),  abdomen  (4),  eyes  (1),  and  meninges  (1). 
The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis 
deaths  was  1  out  of  17. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under  Sec.  62  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1925.

2.  The  Non-notifiable  Diseases. 

An  outbreak  of  measles  began  in  January,  was  at  its  height 
in  May  and  June,  and  did  not  disappear  until  the  summer  holidays. 
Two  deaths  were  registered,  one  an  adult,  the  other  a  baby,  an 
inmate  of  the  Foundling  Hospital,  who  died  in  Chertsey.  Three 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  children  were  excluded  from  the  public 
elementary  schools.  Apart  from  visits  paid  by  the  School  Nurse, 
254  visits  were  paid  to  infants  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Whooping  Cough  began  to  appear  in  October.  The  Health 
Visitors  paid  25  visits.  The  only  death  registered  was  that  of 
another  infant  from  the  Foundling  Hospital,  who  also  died  in 
Chertsey. 

Mumps  and  chicken  pox  wTere  both  slightly  prevalent  through¬ 
out  the  year. 
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Bacteriological  Work. 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  specimens  for  medical 
practitioners  in  connection  with  infectious  disease  is  carried  out 
by  the  Pathologist  at  the  East  Surrey  Hospital.  Specimens  can 
also  be  sent  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Eaboratories  in  London. 
Two  hundred  and  twelve  swabs  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
the  diphtheria  bacillus.  Of  these  111  were  from  suspected  cases 
with  19  positive  results  ;  54  from  contacts  with  3  positive  results  ; 
35  from  convalescent  diphtheria  patients  with  8  positive  results  ; 
and  12  from  convalescent  scarlet  fever  patients  with  3  positive 
results. 

Six  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  the  tubercle 
bacillus  with  2  positive  results.  Three  specimens  of  excreta  from 
a  patient  convalescent  from  paratyphoid  fever  yielded  negative 
results,  and  a  specimen  of  spinal  fluid  yielded  no  evidence  of  the 
presence  of  the  meningococcus. 

Hairs  from  a  case  of  suspected  ringworm  were  examined  on 
one  occasion,  the  fungus  being  reported  as  present. 

4  4  Schick  5  ’  and  4  4  Dick  5  ’  tests  for  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
respectively  were  not  employed  during  the  year. 

Disinfection. 

The  disinfection  of  textile  articles  is  carried  out  at  the 
Corporation’s  station,  where  facilities  are  also  available  for  the 
cleansing  of  verminous  persons.  These  facilities  were  not  made 
use  of  in  1929. 

The  disinfection  of  houses  and  other  premises  is  carried  out 
by  one  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Staff.  Particulars  of  the  work 
done  in  1929  are  given  in  his  report. 


SECTION  VII. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Health  Centre. 

Except  during  the  month  of  August,  and  at  Easter  and 
Christmas,  consultations  were  held  each  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
during  the  year,  a  doctor  being  in  attendance  each  day.  On  the 
85  days  when  the  consultations  took  place  the  attendances  of 

3i 


infants  amounted  to  4,253  as  against  3,751  in  1928.  The  number 
of  individual  infants  attending  was  480  as  against  466  in  1928  and 
405  in  1927  ;  of  the  4,253  attendances  2,528  were  those  of  infants 
below  the  age  of  twelve  months. 

There  were  227  attendances  of  39  individual  expectant  mothers 
at  the  infant  consultations. 

There  are  needlework  classes,  and  a  dental  club  at  the  Centre. 
At  the  needlework  classes  312  attendances  were  made  by  34 
mothers.  These  classes  are  held  on  alternate  Mondays,  and  ‘  ‘  Health 
Talks  are  given  by  the  Health  Visitor.  Questions  are  set,  which 
the  mothers  answer  at  home,  and  the  written  answers  are  corrected 
and  criticised  at  the  next  class. 

A  “  minor  ailments  ”  clinic  is  held  in  the  mornings  for  dealing 
with  cases  of  impetigo,  sores,  etc.,  needing  dressings,  occurring  in 
children  under  5,  in  conjunction  with  the  corresponding  clinic 
of  the  School  Medical  Service.  Seventy-three  attendances  were 
made  during  the  year. 

Antenatal  Clinic. 

During  the  year  twelve  sessions  were  held,  at  which  67  indiv¬ 
idual  expectant  mothers  attended.  The  total  attendances  were 
118.  The  corresponding  figures  in  1928  were  56  and  94  respectively. 
Fifty-nine  expectant  mothers  attended  for  the  first  time.  These 
Clinics  were  begun  in  1923,  the  figures  for  that  year  being  25 
individual  mothers  and  36  attendances. 

Domiciliary  Visits. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-four  primary,  and  2,006  subsequent 
visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  infants  under  the  age 
of  twelve  months,  and  1,320  visits  to  infants  between  the  ages  of 
1  and  5.  Seventy  primary,  and  128  subsequent  visits  were  paid 
to  expectant  mothers  during  the  year.  There  were  631  visits 
of  a  miscellaneous  character,  in  addition  to  226  to  cases  of  measles, 
24  to  cases  of  whooping  cough,  32  to  cases  of  pneumonia,  37  to 
cases  of  chicken-pox,  9  to  cases  of  puerperal  fever,  or  puerperal 
pyrexia,  and  1  to  a  case  of  mumps. 

South  Park  Weighing  Centre. 

The  Centre  was  open  on  47  occasions,  1,561  attendances  being 
made  by  individual  infants,  as  against  1,446  in  1928.  The  number 
of  individual  infants  attending  was  119,  as  compared  with  104  in 
1928. 
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Nurse  Banks,  who  acts  as  Health  Visitor  in  this  parish,  paid 
37  primary,  and  193  subsequent  visits  to  infants  under  the  age  of 
12  months  ;  347  visits  to  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5  ; 
40  primary,  and  85  subsequent  visits  to  expectant  mothers.  Other 
visits  were  1  to  a  case  of  whooping-cough,  28  to  cases  of  measles, 
14  to  cases  of  chicken-pox,  and  2  to  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  Domi¬ 
ciliary  visits  of  all  kinds  were  751,  as  compared  with  710  in  1928, 
and  included  2  visits  to  cases  of  still-birth. 

The  Centre  is  managed  by  a  voluntary  Committee,  and  their 
area  includes  a  small  portion  of  the  adjoining  parishes  of  Reigate 
Rural  District.  The  Corporation  contribute  £25  a  year  towards 
their  expenses,  and  in  recognition  of  the  useful  domiciliary  work 
carried  out  by  Nurse  Banks. 

The  population  of  this  parish  has  increased  materially  in  the 
last  few  years,  owing  to  the  erection  of  cottages  by  the  Council, 
and  a  corresponding  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  Child  Welfare 
work  undertaken  b}^  Nurse  Banks. 

Midwifery  Provision. 

The  Council  paid  the  agreed  subsidy  in  connection  with  74 
midwifery  and  104  maternity  nursing  cases. 

Nursing. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Council,  the  staff  of  the  District 
Nursing  Association  paid  37  nursing  visits  to  a  case  of  pneumonia, 
and  15  to  a  case  of  puerperal  fever. 

Dental  Treatment. 

The  collection  of  subscriptions  towards  extractions  and  provision 
of  dentures  is  managed  by  the  voluntary  workers  through  a  pro¬ 
vident  club  at  the  Health  Centre.  The  Council  contributed  towards 
the  cost  in  five  instances. 

In  addition,  the  Voluntary  Committee  assist  out  of  their 
funds  mothers  belonging  to  the  Club  whose  fees  are  £1  or  less  and 
who  require  fillings  or  a  few  extractions  only.  The  scale  of  assistance 
is  : —

Assistance  out  of  these  funds  was  given  in  respect  of  one  infant 

during  the  year. 
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Widows,  Orphans  and  Old  Age  Contributory  Pensions  Act,  1924. 

Administration  of  Section  41  of  this  Act,  so  far  as  it  refers  to 
orphans  under  the  age  of  5,  was  delegated  to  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee.  No  action  was  necessary  during  the 
year. 

Competitions. 

(1)  The  Rhonnda  Shield  Essay  — Ten  mothers  entered  for  this 
Competition.  Prizes  were  given  from  the  Voluntary  Workers’ 
Fund  to  the  writers  of  the  three  best  essays. 

(2)  Mothercraft. — -Bight  mothers  entered,  and  all  gained  the 
Elementary  Certificate.  Four  of  them  were  highly  commended  ; 
they  were  awarded  prizes  by  the  Voluntary  Committee. 

(8)  Fathercraft. — The  best  three  out  of  the  22  fathers  entering 
received  prizes  from  the  Voluntary  Workers’  Committee. 

(4)  Gardening  Competition. — There  were  20  entries  and  6 
prizes  (given  by  the  same  Committee). 

(5)  Fathercraft  questions  answered  by  mothers. — -Prizes  were 
given  from  the  same  source  to  the  best  four  out  of  the  nine  entries. 

The  popularity  of  the  work  at  the  Centre,  and  the  favourable 
results  obtained,  are  largely  due  to  the  devoted  and  continuous 
attention  given  by  the  ladies  who  are  good  enough  to  serve  as 
Voluntary  Workers.  Their  number  in  1929  amounted  to  twenty- 
two. 

Accommodation  at  the  Health  Centre. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Centre,  which  was  sufficient  in 
the  early  years  of  the  work,  is  now  inadequate  for  present  purposes, 
and  makes  it  impossible  to  instigate  developments  on  either  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  or  the  School  Medical  Service  side. 

The  Centre  must  be  situated  as  near  the  middle  of  the  Borough 
as  possible,  owing  to  the  large  area  and  scattered  distribution  of 
the  population.  A  joint  Committee  of  the  two  Committees  con¬ 
cerned  was  appointed  to  make  recommendations.  Several  private 
houses  were  offered,  but  all  had  to  be  rejected,  and  eventually  the 
joint  Committee  recommended  the  Council  to  erect  a  new  building 
on  a  vacant  site  belonging  to  the  Corporation  near  Shaw’s  Corner. 
Architects  were  invited  to  submit  designs,  and  twelve  sets  of  plans 
were  received.  One,  far  more  suitable  than  any  of  the  remainder, 
was  selected,  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
Board  of  Education  in  November. 
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Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  the  Borough  as  the  result  of  child¬ 
birth,  and  consequently  no  enquiries  were  necessary. 

Maternity  Home. 

There  was  only  a  moderate  demand  for  accommodation  at 
the  Surrey  County  Nursing  Association’s  Home.  The  Borough 
Council  agreed  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  maintenance  in 
four  instances. 

Provision  of  Milk. 

This  is  undertaken  to  a  limited  extent,  and  only  in  necessitous 
cases,  by  the  Voluntary  Committee.  Sixty-five  mothers  were  so 
provided. 

Home  Helps. 

Assistance  was  given  to  12  mothers  by  the  Voluntary  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Birth  Notification. 

Of  the  489  births  (gross),  472  were  duly  notified,  or  96.5  per 
cent.  Doctors  were  responsible  for  139  notifications,  doctors  and 
nurses  for  137,  midwives  or  nurses  for  195,  and  doctor  and  parent  for  1. 

Among  the  17  unnotified  births  3  occurred  in  private  nursing 
homes,  5  in  the  Maternity  Home  of  the  Surrey  County  Nursing 
Association,  1  in  the  Infirmary,  and  4  in  large  residences.  Dour 
of  the  mothers  came  into  the  Borough  from  outside  districts,  and 
the  births  may  have  been  notified  in  those  areas. 

Still  Births. 

Fourteen  notifications  were  received,  7  males  and  7  females. 
They  were  derived  from  doctors  in  6  instances,  from  doctors 
and  nurses  in  4  instances,  and  from  nurses  or  mid  wives  in  4 
instances.  Three  of  the  mothers  were  not  Borough  residents.  In  four 
instances  there  had  been  no  previous  pregnancy.  In  one  there  was 
mal-presentation,  in  another  a  contracted  pelvis,  in  a  third  prolonged 
instrumental  labour,  while  in  the  fourth  there  was  probably  a 
congenital  malformation  of  the  heart.  This  was  the  only  one  of 
the  four  who  had  attended  the  Ante-natal  Clinic,  where  the 
condition  was  diagnosed,  but  was  unremediable.  In  the  other 
cases  no  cause  for  the  still-birth  was  ascertained. 
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The  nett  still-births  accredited  by  the  Registrar-General  were 
13,  6  being  males  and  7  females. 

Maternity  Homes. 

The  inspection  of  homes  registered  under  the  Surrey  County 
Council  Act,  1925,  is  at  present  being  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council.  Application  was  made  for  the  inspection  of  Maternity 
and  Nursing  Homes  to  be  delegated  to  the  Borough  Council.

I  also  have  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  kind 
r  co-operation  of  the  other  officials,  and  of  Mr.  T.  Kyle  (Food  and 
1  Drugs  Inspector,  Surrey  County  Council)  who  has  gone  to  consider- 
ji  able  trouble  on  many  occasions  in  assisting  me  in  tracing  adulterated 
it  milk  to  farms  outside  my  district. 
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Mr.  R.  H.  Thompson,  the  Inspector  of  the  National  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  has  on  many  occasions 
given  me  help,  which  I  desire  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Matron  of  the  East  Surrey 
Hospital  for  her  kindness  in  arranging  for  the  sterilizing  of  the 
outfits  used  for  taking  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination.

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Infectious  Illness. 

At  12  houses  invaded  by  infectious  illness  the  laundry  work 
was  not  done  on  the  premises.  The  persons  who  had  been  doing 
the  laundry  work  were  immediately  notified,  and  not  allowed  to 
receive  any  more  until  disinfection  had  been  carried  out. 

Where  cases  have  been  treated  at  home,  the  premises  have 
been  frequently  visited  to  ensure  of  isolation  being  practised,  and 
each  week,  where  it  has  been  desirable,  the  laundry  work  has 
been  steeped  in  disinfectants  by  one  of  the  staff  before  being  sent 
to  be  washed  ;  647  articles  have  been  dealt  with  in  this  way. 

The  flushing  of  drains  of  infected  premises  (which  during  the 
year  numbered  99)  is  also  undertaken  by  the  Department,  so 
that  thorough  cleansing  has  been  ensured,  which  is  impossible 
when  disinfectants  are  given  to  the  tenants. 

Notices  have  been  issued  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  and 
the  Superintendents  of  the  Sunday  Schools,  informing  them  of  all 
infected  houses,  and  requesting  them  to  exclude  children  from  such 
until  further  notified.  After  disinfection  is  completed,  and  a 
suitable  interval  has  elapsed,  they  have  been  advised  thereof. 
If  the  members  of  the  family  are  found  to  be  engaged  in  any 
business  bringing  them  into  close  contact  with  a  number  of  people 
or  foodstuffs,  their  employers  are  at  once  notified,  and  every 
precaution  taken  at  once  to  stop,  through  contact,  the  spread 
of  the  disease. 

Of  the  206  rooms  disinfected,  38  were  in  consequence  of 
Consumption,  21  of  Diphtheria,  87  of  Scarlet  Fever,  3  of  Typhoid 
Fever,  1  of  suspected  Small-pox,  and  26  of  miscellaneous  diseases. 
Disinfection  was  also  carried  out  at  9  Public  Institutions. 

Bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  that  requires  disinfection  by  steam 
or  special  fumigation,  is  removed  by  the  Staff,  under  my  super¬ 
vision,  to  the  Disinfecting  Station.  Until  June  of  the  year  under 
review,  the  removal  of  infected  articles,  etc.,  was  done  by  a  horse- 
drawn  vehicle  under  contract.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  done 
by  a  motor  vehicle  purchased  specially  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Council,  and  driven  by  one  of  my  staff.  When  mattresses  and 
palliasses  have  to  be  treated,  all  the  leather  tufts  are  taken  off  and 
destroyed,  and  new  tufts  put  on  before  the  articles  are  returned 
to  their  respective  owners. 
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Six  hundred  and  seventy-nine  visits  have  been  paid  to  houses 
in  connection  with  infectious  illness. 

|H  During  the  year  under  review  3,378  articles,  in  213  lots,  were 
removed  for  disinfection  from  houses  in  the  Borough,  and  the

In  addition  to  the  above,  by  arrangement  with  the  Reigate 
Rural  District  Council,  the  disinfection  of  articles  removed  from 
houses  in  that  area  has  been  carried  out  at  our  Disinfecting  Station 
at  an  agreed  charge  of  7s.  6d.  for  each  lot  received.  This  work 
was  commenced  on  8th  August,  and  until  the  close  of  the  year 
49  lots  had  been  dealt  with,  comprising  591  articles. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

I  have  again  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
of  the  butchers  in  carrying  out  the  above  Regulations.  The 
satisfactory  work  reported  in  previous  years  has  been  continued.

Almost  all  the  inspections  were  made  after  the  recognised 
office  hours,  as  the  slaughtering  in  this  Borough  is  generally 
conducted  in  the  late  afternoon  and  evening. 

There  are  13  slaughterhouses,  12  of  which  are  registered  and 
one  licensed. 

The  vehicles  used  by  the  butchers  are  kept  exclusively  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  meat,  and  are  closed.  Generally  speaking 
they  receive  attention  with  regard  to  cleanliness. 


There  are  no  meat  stalls  within  the  Borough. 


Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

During  the  year  four  cows  have  been  notified  as  being  affected 
with  tuberculosis,  one  of  which  was  discovered  following  the 
routine  sampling  of  the  milk  supply  at  a  retailer’s  dairy,  when  the 
milk  was  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.  The  animals  were 
slaughtered,  and  post-mortem  examinations  were  made,  which 
showed  that  two  of  the  animals  had  “  advanced  tuberculosis  ”  ; 
one  had  “  tuberculosis  with  emaciation,”  and  the  other  was  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  which  was  not  advanced.  All  the  carcases  were 
destroyed. 

Two  cowsheds  and  11  stalls,  from  which  the  animals  were 
removed  were  disinfected  by  the  Disinfecting  Officer.

Food  Supply. 

Under  Section  72  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  84  inspections 
have  been  made  of  the  shops  where  food  supplies  are  stored  and. 
sold.

Generally  speaking,  the  food  is  stored  and  handled  under 
cleanly  conditions,  and  in  several  cases  alterations  have  been 
carried  out  in  order  to  improve  conditions,  such  as  cleansing  of 
storage  accommodation,  provision  of  lavatory  basins  for  the  use 
of  employees,  and  improvements  in  drainage. 

Tradesmen  show  willingness  to  comply  with  requirements 
which  may  be  made  under  this  Section  ;  but  unfortunately  the 
powers  given  are  somewhat  restricted,  as  they  do  not  apply  to 
premises  which  are  controlled  by  the  Factory  &  Workshop  Act. 

Power  has  now  been  given  under  Section  79  of  the  Surrey 
County  Council  Act,  1925,  for  regulating  the  manufacture  of  ice¬ 
cream,  and  during  the  year  under  review  15  premises  have  been 
inspected .

Of  the  four  samples  of  butter  adversely  reported  on,  three 
were  taken  from  the  same  retailer  ;  the  first,  taken  in  January, 
contained  17.8  per  cent,  of  water  (butter  may  not  legally  contain 
more  than  16  per  cent.).  In  October  a  further  informal  sample 
was  taken  which  the  Analyst  reported  to  contain  21.7  per  cent, 
of  water.  A  formal  sample  was  immediately  obtained,  and  this 
also  was  adulterated,  the  water  content  being  21.5  per  cent.  Legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  vendor,  but  the  case  against 
him  was  dismissed,  as  he  successfully  pleaded  a  warranty.  The 
wholesaler  was  then  prosecuted  for  issuing  a  false  warranty,  and 
the  Bench  dismissed  the  case  with  a  caution. 

The  fourth  sample  of  butter  referred  to  contained  16.4  per 
cent,  of  water,  and  in  this  case  the  vendor  was  cautioned. 
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With  regard  to  the  two  samples  of  milk  adversely  reported  on, 
one  was  the  subject  of  legal  proceedings  against  the  retailer,  the 
milk  being  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids,  which  indicated  the  presence 
of  14  per  cent,  of  added  water,  and  deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the  extent 
of  6  per  cent.  The  defendant  was  fined  10/-  and  10/6  costs. 

The  second  sample  was  deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the  extent  of 
3  per  cent.,  and  at  the  vendor’s  request  and  expense  assistance 
was  given  to  him  to  ascertain  if  possible,  by  group  sampling  of 
his  cows,  the  reason  of  the  poorness  of  quality.  The  herd  was  one 
of  24  cows,  and  it  was  proved  by  sampling  that  three  of  them 
were  giving  milk  below  the  standard  of  3  per  cent,  milk  fat,  the 
milk  of  one  cow  in  fact  showing  only  1.65  per  cent.  fat. 

Bakehouses. 

During  the  year  1  bakehouse  was  closed,  and  the  number 
now  on  the  Register  is  25,  10  being  termed  workshops,  i.e.,  without 
mechanical  power,  and  15  factories,  i.e.,  with  mechanical  power. 
All  the  premises  have  been  cleansed  every  six  months. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  Order,  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October,  1926,  a  Register  is  now  kept  of  all  persons 
carrying  on  the  trade  of  cowkeeper  or  dairyman,  and  of  the  farms 
and  the  premises  used  as  dairies.  An  additional  Register  is  kept 
of  retail  purveyors  of  milk,  as  required  by  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Amendment  Act,  1922. 

There  are  on  the  former  Register,  39  entries,  14  being  cow- 
keepers. 

The  Register  of  retail  purveyors  contains  36  entries,  10  of  which 
are  of  persons  whose  premises  are  outside  the  Borough. 

Three  dairymen  are  licensed  to  sell  “  certified  milk  ”  in  bottles. 

The  milk  supply  of  the  Borough,  apart  from  that  derived  from 
the  cowsheds  within,  comes  from  the  following  places  : — 

Balcombe,  Beare  Green,  Blechingley,  Buckland,  Charlwood, 
Crawley,  Dover’s  Green,  Edenbridge,  Gadbrook,  Godstone,  Guild¬ 
ford,  Horley,  Eeigh,  Eingfield,  Eowfield  Heath,  Merstham, 
Newdigate,  Norwood  Hill,  Nutfield  and  Outwood. 
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Inspections  of  cowsheds  are  made  when  possible  at  milking 
times,  and  visits  are  paid  to  dairies  when  bottling  or  other  work  is  in 
progress.  Improvements  in  the  methods  of  handling  milk  continue 
to  be  made  both  by  producers  and  retailers,  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  such  has  been  the  co-operation  of  the  Trade  in  the 
adrdmistration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  that  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  issue  a  single  notice  under  the  Order,  to  secure  even 
one  of  the  many  improvements  which  have  taken  place  since  the 
Order  came  into  force  in  1926. 

Mosquito  Control. 

Again  an  endeavour  was  made  during  the  past  year  to  check 
the  hatching  of  mosquitoes  in  stagnant  pools  and  low-lying  land 
in  the  Borough  by  spraying  with  petroleum.  This  work  necessitated 
a  considerable  number  of  visits  to  the  different  places,  as  the 
hatching  of  the  larvae  varies  somewhat  with  atmospheric  conditions. 

I  am,  however,  disappointed  with  the  results  achieved,  as# 
judging  from  the  observations  my  staff  and  I  have  made,  the 
hatching  of  the  larvae  seems  to  extend  over  a  considerable  period 
of  the  year,  and,  therefore,  to  make  any  appreciable  attack  on  the 
hatching,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  spraying  needs  carrying  out 
almost  continuously  through  the  Spring  and  Summer,  and  this 
of  course  would  involve  a  heavy  expenditure. 

From  enquiries  made,  the  crop  of  mosquitoes  last  summer 
did  not  appear  to  be  so  great  as  in  the  previous  year,  but  I  do  not 
attribute  this  to  the  spraying,  but  to  the  abnormally  dry  season, 
and  the  consequent  absence  of  the  innumerable  small  breeding- 
;  places  which  occur  in  wetter  years. 

I  propose  in  the  coming  summer  to  recommend  the  discon- 

I  tinuance  of  spraying,  but  to  keep  the  known  breeding- places  under 

>  observation,  so  that  a  comparison  may  be  made  with  the  results 

]  of  previous  years,  when  spraying  was  done  twice  yearly. 

.. 

I  Knacker’s  Yard. 

There  is  a  licenced  Knacker’s  Yard  at  Whitebushes,  which  has 
[  been  frequently  visited  and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

Gut  Scraping. 

There  is  one  Gut  Scraping  business — the  premises  adjoin  the 
Knacker’s  Yard.  No  complaints  have  arisen. 
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Verminous  Houses. 

Thirty  rooms  infested  with  vermin  have  been  treated  with 
Solution  “  D,”  this  being  a  spraying  preparation  for  the  destruction 
of  vermin. 

Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act. 

The  Order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  issued  in  February, 
1912,  directing  the  disinfection  of  all  vehicles  removing  swine 
from  the  markets,  has  not  yet  been  revoked. 

The  Order  necessitates  attendance  at  the  Redhill  Market 
each  day  until  the  last  pig  has  been  removed,  and  during  the  year 
338  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Order. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

In  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report  will  be  found  par¬ 
ticulars  of  116  samples  of  Milk,  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  Ltd. 

The  taking  of  the  samples  entailed  a  considerable  amount  of 
work  that  does  not  appear  on  the  surface,  and  particular  care 
involving  a  special  sampling  outfit  for  each  sample.  The  majority 
were  taken  between  6  and  8  a.m.,  on  the  arrival  of  the  milk  in  the 
Borough,  and,  when  obtained,  packed  in  an  ice-box  and  carried 
immediately  to  the  laboratory  in  London. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 

Owing  to  the  changes  in  occupation  that  are  continually  taking 
place,  the  keeping  of  a  complete  Register  of  Workshops  is  a  difficult 
matter . 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-four  visits  of  inspection  were  made, 
and  eleven  workrooms  measured.  Plans  of  the  workrooms  have 
been  made,  and  the  cubic  contents  ascertained.  Cards  are  supplied 
to  hang  in  the  rooms,  giving  the  number  of  persons  that  may  be 
employed  during  the  day  and  overtime.  Generally  speaking,  the 
premises  have  been  found  well  kept. 

Four  lists  of  outworkers  were  received  affecting  four  outworkers, 
i.e.,  persons  who  receive  from  the  occupier  of  any  factory  or  work¬ 
shop  work  to  be  done  in  their  own  homes.

Public  Mortuary. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  24  bodies  deposited  in  the 
Public  Mortuary  for  the  following  purposes  : — 

Post  Mortem  examination  and  Inquest  19,  Inquest  3,  and 
Convenience  2. 


Stable  Premises. 

During  the  year  the  Register  of  Stable  Premises  has  been 
thoroughly  revised  and  brought  up  to  date.  There  are  now  80 
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such  premises  on  the  Register,  and  generally  speaking  they  have 
been  well  kept.  One  hundred  and  ninety-seven  visits  of  inspection 
have  been  paid  during  the  year. 

Housing  Inspections. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  houses  were  inspected.  Of 
these,  116  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Consolidated 
Regulations,  1925,  54  were  partially  inspected  for  some  special 
reason,  and  67  consisted  of  the  Council  houses  at  South  Park, 
which  were  systematically  inspected  following  complaints  of 
overcrowding. 

As  soon  as  inspection  is  complete,  a  preliminary  notice  is 
sent  to  the  owner  calling  his  attention  to  the  defects  discovered. 
If  this  is  disregarded,  or  the  requirements  named  therein  are  only 
partly  complied  with,  the  circumstances  are  reported  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  and  a  statutory  notice  is  issued.  If  this  is  not  complied 
with,  the  facts  are  again  reported  to  the  Committee,  and  legal 
proceedings  ordered. 

An  enormous  amount  of  time  is  absorbed  in  interviewing 
owners  and  persuading  them  to  carry  out  the  work  without  resort 
to  legal  proceedings,  and  in  addition  rapid  progress  is  very  con¬ 
siderably  hindered  by  the  majority  of  the  small  houses  being  on 
combined  systems  of  drainage,  and  the  consequent  difficulty  of 
getting  the  various  owners  to  agree  to  do  the  work. 

The  particulars  obtained  and  recorded  of  each  house  inspected 
under  the  Regulations  contains  inter  alia  a  block  plan  (to  scale)  of 
the  house  and  drainage  system,  aspect,  soil,  ventilation  round 
premises,  size  of  each  room,  window  area  in  relation  to  floor  space, 
ventilation  of  rooms,  number  of  occupants,  conditions  as  to  cleanli¬ 
ness,  details  of  all  sanitary  fittings,  state  of  walls  and  roof,  dampness, 
conditions  of  yard  and  outbuildings,  result  of  the  test  applied  to 
the  drains,  and  particulars  of  works  of  amendment  ordered  and 
carried  out. 

The  following  table  gives  some  particulars  of  the  conditions 
found  on  inspection  under  the  above-mentioned  Regulations.
